3 TERMINOLOGY 

3.1 For the purpose of this standard, the follow- 



ing definitions, in addition to those given in 
IS 12268 ( Part I ) : 1987, shall apply. 

3.2 Face-to-Face ( FTF ) Dimensions 

The distance, expressed in millimetres, between 
the two planes, perpendicular to the trap axis, 
located at the extremities of the body end ports. 

4 DIMENSIONS 

4.1 The six basic series of face-to-face dimen- 
sions for flanged automatic steam traps, jexpress- 
ed in millimetres, are given in the Table 1 for 
the nominal sizes ranging from DN 15 to DN 50 
inclusive, and for pressures to PN 40 inclusive. 

4.1.1 These figures apply only to the steam traps 
themselves, and not to the whole assembly 
( accessories included ) as installed in the 
pipeline.
